CHINA’S OPIUM. 


Poppy-Growing ond 
Smuggling. 
London, Feb. 14. 

Lord Ceoil, in his first eal 
since his return from Genova, 
whore ho has beon engaged in tho 
conforenco on tho opium traffic; 
said that broadly spoaking there 
was ronson for congratulation on 
the success of their offort. . 

He said -that tho productions 
made from opium—morphine and 
heroin—and’ the parallel drug 
cocaine, wero infinitely worse 
than opium. Thoy destroyed not 
only the body but also tho ‘mind 
and soul, 

Tio smoking of opium was a 
very difficult” subjoct, because 
owing to tho Civil War in China 
tho growth of poppy: was much 
moro oxtonsive than in the old 
days. Smuggling wept on,on @ 
most oxtonsivé scale, and: the 
situation had become’ ontirely 
beyond the contro] of the local 
governments,

took that as soon as smuggling 
could he stopped either by the 
ra-ostablish mont of ordor in China 
or in anyother’ way. thoy could!

Another clause gives the whole of Sakhalien to Japan 
within five years, on condition that Japan supplies Russia with four 
small cruisers, one battleship, thirty submarines and seven deatroy- 
ora. Vindivostok will be made a first class flect buse, Japan paying 
aixty per cent of the cost of construction, The Chinese army, of a 
peace strength of 800,000, will have Russian and Japanese inatruc- 
tors, China undertakes to buy weapons and war miterial only from 
Russias and from Japan.
